BUSINESS BEFGRE THE CIRCUIT 
Court NExT WEEK.—There are no 
cases of special public importance on 
the criminal decket, but the entire 
first week of the term wili be re- 
quired to try the cases. The Chief 
Justice will not hear jury cases, 
therefore only Judges Brooks and 
Bond will preside the first week. 
-There are a number equity cases that 
will be taken up, or atleast are ready 
for trial, on the second week, when 
the Chief Justice will preside, with 
Judge Bond as Associate. We ap- 
pend the following as the most im- 
portant: 

Greenfield Blake and wifs, e¢ al., 
vs. W. J. Hawkins and Walter 
Clark, assignees of T. P. Devereaux, 
bankrupi. ‘This suit involves theen- 
tire property left by T. P. Devereaux, 
and if gone into will oceupy three or 
four days. Some of the nicest points 
of equity law is involved in the issue, 
and the case has been worked up by 
the counsel on botii sides, Messrs. Ek. 
G. Haywood, Phillips and Fowle for 
plaintiffs, and Messrs. Moore & Gat- 
ling, Smith & Strong, Merrimon, 
Fuiler & Ashe and W. A. Graham 
for defendants. 

Next in order is the celebrated 
Swasey case, in which the motion

This case 
involves the title to a large amount 
of real estate in Wake county. 
Messrs. Battle & Son for plaintifts, 
and Phillips & Merrimon for defen- 
dants. 

Charles Dewey, Assignee of the 
Bank of North Carolina, vs. Trustees 
of the University of North Carolina, 
Mildred Cameron etal. This is a bill 
to foreclose mortgages made by the 
old Trustees of the University, the 
question involved being how far the 
Trustees had power to use that pro- 
perty for such purposes.

High Prices For Cattle. 


Theenormous prices choice cattle 
are bringing in this country is attract- 
ing attention. The largest recent sale 
was on the 2Ist of this month, near 
Chicago. A buil at fourteen thou- 
sand dollars, and two heifers at elev- 
en thousand is certainly stiff bidding, 
and sharp competition : 

The Lyndall herd of short horns, 
the property of William S. King, of 
Minneapolis, Minnesota, was sold at 
public auction at Dexter Park, near 
this city to-day. It was, with the 
single exception of the sale of New 
York Mills blooded cattle, near Utica, 
the best sale ever held in this coun- 
try. In all there were fifty-eight 
cows and heifers, and twenty-one 
bulls sold. The first bpll sold was 
the second Dukeof Hillhurst, calved 
July 17th, 1871. This bull brought 
$14,000, the largest sum of money 
ever paid for a bull in this coun- 
try. At the Utiea_ the 
highest price paid for a bull was $12,- 
000 for secend Duke of Oneida, while 
the fifth Duke of Wetherby sold 
recently in England for about ‘512,400 
in our currency. The purchaser to- 
day was George Robbins, of London, 
England, who, it is understood, is 
acting for the Earl of Bective, one of 
Great Britain’s largest breeders. The 
second Duke of Hillhurst is by sixth 
Duke of Geneva, out of Duchess 
ninety-seventh, she by third Dukeof 
Wharfdale. Hon. John Wentworth, 
of this city, tried hard to Keep the 
bull in this country, bidding as high 
as 313,700 only recently, so it 1s re- 
ported. The sale of the Duke leaves 
but three Duke bulls in this country, 
all owned in Kentucky. The total 
amount realized on the cows to-day 
was $101,615, and on bulls $25,375. 
The best sold cows were Lady Mary 
Seventh and Lady Mary Eighth, 
twins, by Fourth Lad Oxford, out of 
Lady Mary, she by Hotspur, out of 
Baroness. These two heiters sold for 
$11,000. 


Iu the death yesterday of Mr. John 
Kevan Petersburg sustained the loss 
of acitizen than whom none was 
more universally respected and pop- 
uiar; and deservedly was this warm- 
hearted gentleman the object ef gen- 
eral friendship; for in all the various 
walks of life he was worthy of re- 
gard.

Death has never called its own a na- 
ture more generous, or a truer soul. 
His unblemished intégrity, and sym- 
pathy with all that is true and good, 
remain as a legacy to those who yet 
have days and duties before them.— 
Petersburg Index 26th.

Newbern he is ready to deny the 
charge. The Editor of the Zines in- 
terviewed him upon the subject, 
when he positively stated that ‘he 
never belonged nor was be ever in 
any way connected with the Ku- 
Klux, and that all statements to the 
contrary are base and malicious false- 
hoods.’’ Now, we Knew nothing of 
this matter—we don’t Know whether 
or not Mr. PURNELL was ever in- 
ducted into the mystic order of the 
Ku-Klux—but what seems strange 
to us is the fact that Mr. PURNELL at 
Salem could not remember whether 


he ever had or not, but at Newbern 
was positive in the matter. 


The ‘‘Herald’’ on the Civil Rights 
Measure. 


The New York Jiera/d does not 
think the Civil Rights bill can ever 
be enforced, and that it is unconstitu- 
tional. Says that journal: 


‘‘Although the bill in regard to the 
rights of negroes which hasjust passed 
the Senate can never be entorced, and 
is scarcely worthy consideration as a 
measure likely to have any influence 
upon the life of the people, it may 
very profitably be contemplatedas an 
indication of the progress we have 
made in our departure from the 
notions that prevailed with the foun- 
ders of this Republic touching the 
distribution of power between Con- 
gress and the State governments. 
That men who had spouted polities 
long enough to get themselves sent 
to the United States Senateshould be 
so little acquainted with the opera- 
tion of political principles as to be- 
lieve this measure could have the 
effect they propose might be thought 
strange, if there was any evidence 
that Senators believed the bill likely 
to have the effect they pretend to 
desire, and if it was not, on the con- 
trary, clear that they vote only to 
make a record for their party claims 
to negro favor, and merely as kissing 
the dust on the shoes of the negro 
voter. But the very fact thata Re- 
publican vote in the Senate can be 
given for this billis instructive as 
presenting for general recognition 
the fact that the national constitution 
is regarded by the party in power as 
an obselete instrument—a dead let- 
ter—a compact, without legal, politi- 
cal or moral vitality. 

* * * * * 

But if this legislation is foolish 
constitutionally and as it regards na- 
tional politics, it is even worse in its 
aspect than the standpoint of gen- 
eral or abstract politics. It directly 
provokes, excites and cultivates the 
antipathies of race and caste by for- 
cing into prominence distinctions 
that are ineradicable. It enforces 
conflict by causing the law to give an 
equality which the Creator has de- 
nied, and ruinously injures the race 
it pretends to serve by placing it in 
a position of antagonism to a supe- 
rior and dominant race. No laws on 
such subjects are sound or effective 
save in so far as they are declaratory 
of actual conditions. If the law 
designates a line of action that is in 
accord with the tendencies of human 
pride and passion there is harmoni- 
ous operation ; but if law and human 
nature are in conflict it is human 
nature that prevails, and every inef- 
fective law that is made is a direct 
loss to the moral power of the State. 

Senators, however, do not care 
what the operation of this law will] 
be. They givea vote for it as they 
might place a bait to catch the negro 
in their political trap. They do not 
even care if the bill is beaten, so that 
they can lay the fault of its defeat 
upon the opposition. We are not 
sure but they vote for it the more 
readily from a confident anticipation 


| that it will not get through; for thus 


they will secure credit with the negro 
and have no responsibility for a bad 
law. They vote also as men who bid 
desperately on a last call. There is 
no rational probability that after this 
Congress there will ever be another 
with a Republican majority; but if 
there is it will only be through negro 
votes, and thus they venture all the 
claim they have on the white man 
for a desperate endeavor to gain the 
negro.

“Civil Rights bill.” It is, in its es- 


sence, a Social Rights bill. Its pur- 


pose is to compel the white people of 
this country to recognize the equali- 
ty of the blacks in all the relations 
of life, and to force the two races into 
close and intimate associations, in 
hotels, public conveyances of all 
sorts, theatres, circuses and beer gar- 
dens, common schools, colleges and 
universities. In every place that 
may be open to white adults, and 
white children of both sexes, the 
blacks are to be thrust by law, and 
any violation of the law is to be 
doubly punisned. First, by a fine of 
$500 to be paid to theaggrieved negro, 
and also by another fine of $1,000, to 
be paid into the court, or by impris- 
onment for one year.
